What we heard: Recommendations: 


¢ Crosswalk is really long (~70 feet long!) 

¢ Intersection is confusing and dangerous 

¢ Ogden is too narow for two-way travel .® 
- Wide intersection encourages speeding ..”

“DAYLIGHTING” 
What we heard: 


Cars parked very close to street 
corners block views of cars or 
people crossing 


Recommendations 


Restrict parking 20 feet from corner. 
This helps eliminate “blind corners” and 
reduce likelihood of crashes.
